About Those Congressional

is a persistent myth on Capitol 
Hill that a congressman can 
spend U.S.-owned francs galore 
in Paris and not cost the Ameri- 
can taxpayer a cent.

around Rep. Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio, for taking House restau- 
rant 
waiter Ernest Petinaud 


along on a trip to Paris last 
week, the congressman replied: 


"Ernest cost the 
taxpayers 


$88 in counterpart funds, which 
can't be used otherwise, so it 
actually cost nothing." 


When Rep. 
Adam Clayton 


Powell, D-N.Y., was criticized 
roundly for taking two young 
staff ladies along on a trip to 
Paris last year, the congress- 
man replied that if they hadn't 
spent the francs, the govern- 
ment would have had "to put a 
match to them." 


At one time, the myth was 


true. 


During the days of the Mar- 


shall Plan, in the late 1940s and 
early 1950s, the United States 
sent great amounts of econom- 
ic assistance to Europe. Euro- 
pean countries paid for this by 
depositing their own currencies 
in U.S. government bank ac- 
counts. They were called coun- 
terpart funds. 


These currencies, which were 


held in huge amounts, could not 
be transferred. They had to be 
used in the European country. 


U.S. embassies in France and 


other European countries had 
far more 
counterpart 
funds 


each year than they needed for 
their housekeeping operations. 
So, when a traveling congress- 
man arrived and picked lip 
counterpart funds, he was us-, 
ing 
• currencies that probably 


wouldn't have been used other- 
wise. 


But times have changed: 


... .Today, JEuEope-4u> -Icngerwe*.. 
ceives the huge amounts of eco- 
nomic assistance that it did 
during Marshall 
Plan 
days. 


Too, it receives little under the 
U.S. program of distributing 
surplus farm commodities, an- 
other system that brings for- 
eign currencies to U.S. ac- 
counts. 


U.S. officials say that the em- 


bassy in Paris takes in fewer 
counterpart 
funds each year 


than it needs for American op- 
erations in France, so, when a 
congressman travels to Paris 
and uses these funds, he is 
spending money that the em- 
bassy has to replace. 


And the embassy replaces it 


by French francs with Ameri- 
can taxpayer dollars.

House loor for action next week 
a bill calling for $4,276,116,400 
in new funds to finance river

works programs. 


The president had requested 


$4,561,747,000 for the year end- 
ing next June 30. In all, the 
committee cuts added up to 
$285,630,600. 


The committee action is the 


first legislative step on the 
measure. The bill is subject to 
additional cuts as it makes its 
way through the full House and 
Senate. And on the other hand, 
there is always the possibility

Ordered Off 
Farm the U.S:

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — U.S. 


District Judge J. Smith Henley 
upheld Thursday the sale of the 
994-acre farm of James Weir in 
Chicot County and ordered him 
to leave the place by Nov. 25. 


The government sold Weir's 


farm for $60,000 at public auc- 
tion in April, 1962, to satisfy • 
$16,972 judgment for overplant- 
ing his 1959 rice allotment. 


The balance was used to sat- 


isfy overplanting judgmento for 
I960 and 1961. 


Weir contended that the sale 


was void because he did not 
pick the land to be sold, that 
some of his farm equipment 
and rice should have been sold 
rather than land, and that the 
sale price was too low. 


Henley r u l e d that 
Weir 


brought the sale on himself by 
deliberately overplanting his al- 
lotments and failing to pay pen- 
alties. He enjoined Weir from 
damaging the land or any im- 
provements. 


Loan Made 
to Arkansas 
State Police 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-There 


was hardly a whimper of the 
state police department's finan- 
cial crisis earlier this year when 
the department asked Thursday 
for a $450,000 loan from the 
state's general revenue fund. 


The routine r e q u est, an- 


nounced by Carl Berger of Ben- 
tonyille, chairman of the state 
Police Commission, has been 
made each year since 1957.

CREATING JOBS 


It costs industry approximate- 


ly $20,000 to provide a job, but 
the federal 
government must 


put about $45.000 on the line to 
create a job through increased 
government spending. The com- 
parison is one frequently ignor- 
ed in discussions of the private 
versus the public sectors of the 
economy, but it really gets to 
the meat of the argument. 


No one could deny that gov- 


ernment, with its gigantic tax- 
ing and spending powers, can 
create new jobs. In fact, it does 
just that, as annual personnel 
budget requests to Congress in- 
dicate. But at what cost are 
these jobs created? This is the 
question 
economists from 
in- 


dustry, government and educa- 
tion are becoming increasingly 
worried about. There is no bene- 
fit 
if Washington adds 50,000 


new names to the payroll and 
then presents a tax bill to in- 
dustry representing 125,000 jobs 
to pay for the increase. 


It is incontrovertibly better 


that the more efficient job pro- 
ducer be encouraged, promoted, 
aided and sustained by the gov- 
ernment than penalized by it. 
This was the gist of remarks by 
a number of New York indus- 
trialists who met-recently at the 
annual convention of the As- 
sociated Industries of New York

CREATING JOBS 


It costs industry approximate- 


ly $20,000 to provide a job, but 
the federal 
government must 


put about $45.000 on the line to 
create a job through increased 
government spending. The com- 
parison is one frequently ignor- 
ed in discussions of the private 
versus the public sectors of the 
economy, but it really gets to 
the meat of the argument. 


No one could deny that gov- 


ernment, with its gigantic tax- 
ing and spending powers, can 
create new jobs. In fact, it does 
just that, as annual personnel 
budget requests to Congress in- 
dicate. But at what cost are 
these jobs created? This is the 
question 
economists from

dustry, government and educa- 
tion are becoming increasingly 
worried about. There is no bene- 
fit 
if Washington 
adds 50,000 


new names to the payroll and 
then presents a tax bill to in- 
dustry representing 125,000 jobs 
to pay for the increase.
